The m et­ 
ropolitan city is superior in popula­ 
tion, w ealth and much else, but It is de­ 
ficient iu w hat its ancient aud glorious 
rival has in such abundance. For Syra­ 
cuse has the suprem e charm of Greece 
in a w ay th a t no other city except A th­ 
ens has. Not even in Corinth, nowhero 
in H ellas from M essaua or Sparta in 
the south to Thebes in the north, is 
there any Hellenic tow n to compare 
w ith “the queen of Sicily.” As a sanc­ 
tuary, Delphi is far more im pressive 
than anything in Sicily, as a national 
m eeting place Olympia has no rival, 
but nowhere except a t Athens is a 
Greek city to be seen today which has 
the proud record of the m arvelous me­ 
tropolis of the Sicilian Greeks, a city 
as great in pow er aud w ealth and 
beauty as Athena herself, and victor 
a t last In the long and fatal rivalry 
w hich indirectly involved the passing 
of the H ellenistic dominion of all the 
lands w ashed by the Ionian and Med­ 
iterranean seas.—Century.

to the C uban m inister, M r Q usada, 
deploring the state of civ il war into 
which C uba has fallen, aud w arning 
the C uban people solem nly th a t as 
a last reso rt it w ill be th e d u ty of 
th is governm ent to intervene and re-* 
store peace iu th e island a t auy cost. 


The navy dep artm en t now has four 
w arships available in C uban waters, 
a force am ple to p ro tect ail A m erican 
interests, aud 
if necessary to pu t 
dow n th e in su rrectio n as well. 
It is 
no t thought, how ever, th a t auy such 
ev en tu a lity w ill arise. 
One ot the 
m ost d isconcerting featu res ot the 
situ atio n is th a t p resid en t 
Palm a, 
incited by bis wife, whose fath er was 
th e m urdered presid en t of U oudurus, 
is ta lk in g uf resigning, and may do so 
a t any m om ent. 
If he should take 
th is step vice p resid en t C apote would 
succeed him , and as he is equally 
u n p o p u lar 
w ith 
the revolutionary 
elem ent, th is w ould help m atters very 
little . 
Tliero has 
been som e talk 
th a t 
e ith er the insurgents or some other 
evily disposed person m ight d y n a­ 
m ite 
tho cru iser D enver, uow 
at 
Havana harbor, and force th is govoru- 
m eu t;to d rastic action. 
This is rath er 
a wild supposition, 
but precautions 
have been taken against any such 
contingency. S a c h a happening could 
only be of advantage to the friends 
of annexation who are uuxious to see 
th is governm ent tak e over the the 
island of Cuba. 
As th e annexation 
sen tim en t is the m ost violent among 
A m erican c ap italists who have in te r­ 
ests iu the island, it is h ardly to be 
supposed th a t auy such event could 
happen. 
C ue th in g at least is c er­ 
tain aud 
th a t is no such fatality 
could occur 
through 
the 
in s tru ­ 
m en tality of tho present governm ent 
in Cuba because th e h arbor is not 
m ined as it was d u rin g the Spanish 
occupation. 
The insurgents on the 
other band have no t the equipm ent 
for auy such villanous ex p lo it and 
th e chances are very iaig ely against 
an y th in g happeuing to the D enver 
and forcing the hand of th e ad m in ­ 
istratio n in th is way.

E xactly w hat the 
difficulty is, it would be hard to say.

TH E CUPEY TREE. 


One of the Most Curiona Growths ot 
the West Indies. 
The cupey, or, as it is sarcastically 
called in the English possessions, “the 
attorney,” is one of the m ost curious, 
as it is one of the m ost picturesque, 
denizens of th e virgin forests of the 
W est Indian islands. It belongs to the 
parasitical fam ily of trees or plants; 
hut, terrible to relate, it Invariably, 
■with the basest ingratitude, destroys 
all life iu the unfortunate tree that 
cherishes it in its early growth. 
The 
seeds are borne on the wings of the 
wind and deposited on the branches 
of other trees, when they b urst into 
roots, which are dropped tow ard the 
ground all around the “nurse” tree. 
Iu tim e these roots reach the ground 
and strike into the soil. 
From this mom ent the roots grow 
stronger and stronger until they resem­ 
ble a lot of rope ladders throw n over 
the tree. N ext the parasite sends down 
a great eord. which tw ines around the 
tru n k of the supporting tree, a t first as 
though in loving embrace, b u t it grows 
tighter and tighter, eventually stran ­ 
gling its benefactor out of existence. 
The nurse tree thus killed rots to de­ 
cay, and from the im mense fibrous 
roots of the destroyer now springs a 
great trunk, which rises high into the 
air. 
W hen a cupey is full grow n it 
presents a m agnificent spectacle, for 
tho cordlike root rises often to fifty or 
sixty feet and supports in m idair the 
vast tree itself.

Soups aud broths m ade of the m eat 
pieces alone and w ithout the addition 
of m eat substauce, eggs, vegetables or 
cereals have little nutritive value, al­ 
though they do possess stim ulating 
properties. 
A dog would starve to death in ten 
days if fed upon beef broth pure aud 
simple. 
Soup Interferes w ith digestion w hen­ 
ever a full meal is eaten. I consider it 
as being entirely superfluous hud ad­ 
vise its discontinuance in a substantial 
dinner menu. 
Soup, being practically all w ater, 
plays an Im portant p a rt in conjunction 
w ith 
the large quantities of other 
liquids Injected during m ealtim e iu de­ 
laying and interfering w ith digestion 
and laying a foundation for stomach 
trouble. 
Through it and the other 
liquids used the stom ach is not only 
overfilled and unnecessarily burdened, 
but the gastric secretions are so w eak­ 
ened by dilution that they can act but 
slowly upon the food mass. 
Here 
again we have the food rem aining In 
the stom ach for too long a period, and 
there is likely to be produced all of the 
sym ptom s and sigtfs of an intoxication 
due to the absorption into the system 
of the products of decomposed foods.

RURAL WATER SUPPLY. 


ItH 
Sanitary Condition Not What It 
Onsht to B e. 
W heu such great sum s of money are 
being expended by city governm ents 
that the ink&bitants of tow ns may have 
a 
sanitary 
w ater supply 
it 
seems 
strange th at the supply in rural towns 
should receive little or no attention. 
Tlih^ latter population may seem rela­ 
tively insignificant, but it comprises 
about 40,000,000 souls. 
This m eaus that 
those 40,000,000 people are drinking the 
w ater most available w ithout a thought 
of its sauitary condition. 
These 
various sources of supply, 
w hether 
wells, 
springs 
or 
sm all 
stream s, are sim ilarly unreliable for 
furnishing drinking w ater. The statis­ 
tics of m ortality in the country are 
very indefinite, but even, these show 
that the rural population is not as free 
from ' illness as 
it should be. 
And 
though every where the rural death rate 
is lower than the urban death rate, yet 
the lowering in the country has not 
been as great as in the city. An exam­ 
ination of typhoid statistics shows that 
the death rate of other diseases is gen­ 
erally lower in yie country than iu the 
city, but the prevalence of typhoid is 
alm ost equal to if uot greater in tho 
rural districts than in the cities. 
Several instances have been reported 
which show the rural typhoid rate to 
be ten times greater than the urban 
rate for the sam e district. To particu- . 
larize, a certain district in central 
Pennsylvania proves this fact. 
It is 
made up of a rural population w ith 100 
inhnbitauts to the square mile. It is a 
region of fine farm s, wild m ountains 
and woods, country residences and pic­ 
nic groves. And in this valley there 
has been as much typhoid fever as in 
the city of Philadelphia. 
Sad as this condition is, there seems 
to be no rem edy for it. The sources of 
a city w ater supply are few and the 
city governm ent easily controls the 
conditions affecting Tt. But w hat can 
be done when the sources of supply 
are num bered by the thousands? Á 
m int of money and an arm y of chem­ 
ists would not he sufficient to give the 
sam e care to the country supply th at ia 
given to th a t of the city.—New York 
Herald.

Bill of Exceptions Filed. > 


Stodkton Independent, Sept. 2 0 - 
Yesterday there was filed with Judge 
W. 13. N utter the cumbersome b ill ot 
exceptions in the ?ase of Emma Le 
Doux including alm ost every scintilla 
of evidence introduced in tin case, 
which consum ed some Ulteen days in 
its trial. 
The lorm idable document, with its 
850 pages, 
com plied by Charles 11. 
Fairali, attorney for Mrs Le Doux, 
states the grounds upon which tbe 
case w ill be contested in the higher 
courts. 
Within it is set forth some 
three hundred or more rulings where­ 
in it is claim ed the court erred in 
passing upon 
tbe adm issibility of 
certain evidence. 
it is claim ed that 
error was com m itted in perm itting the 
introducingon of hypothetical 
and 
speculative questions as a mean to 
establish tbe cause of the death of A. 
N. McVicar. 
It is maintained that 
such evidence is highly improper and 
that w ithout it tbere would have been 
no sufficient evidence upon which to 
establish the real cause of death. 
That experts should not have been 
permitted 
to speculate 
as 
to the 
cause of death is one of the strong 
points of tbe appeal. 
The hill is bristling with exceptions 
and alleged strong points which 
in 
analogous cases have been the instru­ 
ments guaranteeing a reversal by the 
supreme court 
of this state.

special venire of jurors out of which 
to fill au incom plete panel.

proof of a second marriage was intro­ 
duced against Mrs Le Doux and this 
is claim ed to he error. 
Alleged fa il­ 
ure to prove a motive and misconduct 
of jury are other points, 
in 
the 
Stapes case it was alleged that con­ 
viction was the outcome of public 
opinion. 
In the case at bar the haud- 
olapping ot 
jurors aud subsequent 
applause w ill be brought before tbe 
higher court to establish tho same 
point.

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EARLY FIRE IMPLEMENTS. 


t p p l i a i w i U sed In T h is C o u n try I m 
th e S e v e n te e n th C e n tu ry . 
U ndoubtedly the first fire corupauy 
organized In this country w as form ed 
In New York In 1658. I t w as called the 
Prow lers and w as composed of eight 
men, w ith 250 buckets, hooks and sm all 
ladders. 
W here the buckets w ere ob­ 
tained and w hether or not they w ere 
In addition to those owned by the tow n 
the records fail to state. In 1079 Salem 
purchased tw o or three dozen cedar 
buckets, besides books and other im­ 
plem ents; also the selectm en and tw o 
others w ere authorized to take com­ 
m and a t fires and to blow up and pull 
dow n buildings w hen such action w as 
necessary. 
This practice appears to 
have been much more common before 
th e use of engines than afterw ard. 
Boston on Sept. 9, 1079, ordered that 
every q u arter of the tow n should be 
provided w ith tw enty swobes, tw o 
ecoopes and six axes. 
The swobes, or 
’sw abs, as they are now called, w ere 
long handled mops th a t could be used 
to p u t out roof fires. The general use 
of sw abs has long since disappeared, 
bu t when a slight blaze Is beyond the 
reach of a pail of w ater and m ore Im­ 
proved apparatus Is not a t hand a 
long handled mop Is today the m ost ef­ 
ficient article to be used. 
In Japan 
these sw abs m ay be seen on m any roof 
tops. 
In 1690 New York ordered th a t five 
ladders and also hooks be made. 
In 
Philadelphia no m ention Is m ade of 
public precaution against fire until
